2. (Currently amended) A receiver/decoder for receiving a signal comprising 
a tuner including a local oscillator, 

a demodulator including an error indicator and a carrier recovery lOPPi 

rneans for scanning an error signaljri ven bv the error indicator indicating the 
presence of an interference signal due to the c oexistence of a telephone baqe, and 

means for control lin g the shifti ng of the frequency of the local oscillator until 
the error signal indicate the absence of interference, 

wherein the carry recovery loop restores the signal bv compensating it for the 
shifting of t he local oscillator 

situated downstream of tho tuner and a digital telephone baiie, wher e in i t 
furth e rmore oomprinoo a software program moans for scanning an e rror signal issued 
£ om tho error indicator situated in tho domodulator, which aoto go as to control tho 
drifting of the frequency " f tV * n 1nnfl1 esefflatef e£ the tunor whon tho tol o phono base 
interferes with tho local oscillator . 
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3. (Previously presented) The receiver/decoder as claimed in claim 2, wherein 
the frequency shift of the local oscillator is effected in shifting the vaJue of it by one or 
more synthesis intervals. 

4. (Previously presented) The receiver/decoder as claimed in claim 3, wherein 
the frequency shift of the local oscillator is at most equal to a shift automatically 
compensatable for by the demodulator. 
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
